WASHINGTON, Aug. 18. WV-The 


government 
opend 
its 
slugging 
match against high prices today 
and picked a heavyweight antagon- 
ist—the steel Industry. 
In a "cease and declst" action 
tha federal trade commission charg- 
ed the nation's steelmakers with a 
conspiracy to fix prices and stifle 
competition. 
The complaint filed last night 
contended that illegal collusion on 
pricing is fostered by the American 
Iron and Steel Institute of New 
York and all of ts more than 100 
members, including the giant Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation. 
There was no immediate Indus- 


try comment. 
The FTC declared that by "de- 
stroying price competitlton" steel 
producers are able to "dominate 
and manipulate the 
markets in 
which their unorganized customers 
and consumers must buy." 
The action Immediately raised 
the question: will the Justice De- 
partment, In its newly announced 
investigation of food, clothing and

INDIA SEEKING TO END RIOTS

DELHI, Aug.

High officials of India and Pakis. 
tan conferred today in an effort 
to quell bloody communal strife 
in the Punjab, which observer* 
feared might be aggravated by a 
boundary commission's 
decision 
dividing the province between the 
new Hindu and Moslem states. 
The conferences were begun in 
the provincial capital at Lahore, 
with British military authorities 
sitting In, as the commission filed 
a report yesterday awardng thr 
greater part of both the Punjab 
and Bengal to Pakistan, which orig- 
inally had claimed all of both 
provinces on the ground they had 
Moslem majorities. 


More Dispute Seen. 
While the governments of In- 
dia and Pakistan had agreed in 


advance to accept the commis- 
sion's decisions, it appeared 
un- 
likely1 that the militant Sikh mi- 
nority In the Punjab would be 
satisfied with the division of that 
province. 


Under- the commission's decis- 


ion the city of Lahore, ravaged by 
months 
of 
communal rioting, 
go«s to Pakistan, Armltsar, 
the 
Holy City of the Sikhs 35 miles to 
the northeast, is to be In India, 
but 
another 
important 
Sikh 
shrine—Nankana 
Sahib, 
whore 


Gcru Nanak, founder of the Sikh 
religion was born—Is well 
Inside 
Pakistan. 
Thousands of Sikhs and Hindus, 
anticipating that Lahore would be 
in Pakistan, already had fled the 
city plror to the commission's re- 
port. 
Hundreds of others have 


died In the city once known ns 


"the Paris of India," during the 
past three weeks of fighting be- 
tween the bitterly opposed relig- 
ious communities. 


Calcutta Goes to India. 


In Bengal, Calcutta—India's lar- 
gest city and second in size only 
to London of all the cities in the 
British 
commonwealth—goes 
to 


the new Hindu state of India. 


The boundary commission's .re- 
port disclosed that all of its de- 
cisions were made by Its British 
chairman, Sir Cyril 'Radcllffe, the 
Indian members being unable to 
agree. 


While Indian and Pakistan of- 
ficials met at Lahore, S'kh lead- 
ers gathered at Ambala to decide 
upon their course of action. There 
was no immediate indication 
of 
their attitude, however.

MILITARY AGENCY TO 
BACK UP DEFENSE OF 
AMERICAS PROPOSED 


SEN. CONNALLY OFFERS 
PLAN.AS CONFERENCE 
BEGINS ACTIVE WORK

QUITANDINHA, Brazil, Aug. 18 


—(/P)—The United States formally 
proposed today that the Inter- 
American conference discuss Im- 
mediately the creation of a mili- 
tary agency to back up the hem- 
isphere's mutual defense treaty. 
Senator Tom Connnlly (D-Tex- 
as), a member of the U. S. delega- 
tion, submitted a United States 
outline for conference procedure. 
It would empower the commit- 
tee on voting procedure to discuss 
now "the creation of a hemisphere 
military agency nnd the supply of 
forces. 
It was previously be- 


lieved that an discussion on mil- 
itary mechanism for the treaty 
would be held over for the Inter- 
American conference at Bogota 
next January. 


Standard Arms Due. 
The United States congress la 
expected to act early next year 
on the arms standardization act, 
which would supply uniform weap- 
ons of war to the Latin-American 
republics for common defense. 


The conference's first working 
committee began today the study 
of principles of the hemisphere 
treaty. 


The committee, which elected 
the Uruguayan 
foreign minister, 
Muteo Marques Castro, chairman, 
met soon after the Panamanian 
foreign minister, 
Ricardo 
Joa- 
quln Alfaro, charged that "every 
Communist party in Latin-Ameri- 
ca Is a Russian fifth column." Al- 
faro declared growing conference 
sentiment "favors joint measures 
to protect the hemisphere against 
subversive influences." 
Nicaragua Question. 
Mariano Fiallos Gil presented 
credentials as a representative of 
the deposed Arguello government 
of Nicaragua, which was over- 
thrown recently after 25 days in 
office. 
Hlu action • posed -the 
thorny question of seating a Nlc- 
araguan delegation.
